By going after better fights, NBC may 
also be hoping to overcome the ratings de- 
cline which has affected boxing telecasts on 
the three networks. The decline extends, 
according to one sports advertiser, to even 
the targetted male demographic which box- 


ing has been especially effective in deliver- 
ing. In addition to slight declines in house- 
hold ratings for the sports anthologies over 
the past three years, A.C. Nielsen data 
shows that boxing special events on net- 
work TV dropped from a 3.8 household 
rating in 1986, to a 3.4 in. 1987, to a 3.2 
last year.
